Crawford-AuSable school 
voters went to the polls Monday 
and passed a 17,9 millage 
renewal by a comfortable 
margin, defeated a proposed 
5.70 added mills by a wide 
margin, and elected a pair of 
newcomers to seats on the 
Board of Education for 4year 
terms beginning in July. 

When the final tally was in 
late Monday night, voters had 
OK’d the renewal, 1306-680, but 
nixed the added mills by a bet- 
ter than 2-1 margin, 1343-612. 
Board hopefuls William Mor- 
ford and Roger Moshier topped 
a nine candidate field with 726 
and 724 votes respectively to 
claim posts on the board com- 
mending in July. 

Voter turnout was termed 
“medium” Tuesday morning 
by school administrators, who 
viewed the election results with 
mixed emotions. ‘“‘We are 
pleased the renewal passed so 
handily,” remarked School 
Supt. Dr. Bill Diedrich, who ex- 
pressed disappointment on the 
other hand that the added miiis 
failed to get voter endorsement.

“The Board of Education is 
going to have to make some 
decisions now," he said. 

Diedrich said the Board will 
meet in regular session next 
Monday night to consider a list 
of budget cuts that has already 
been prepared. ‘I will be pre- 
pared to make a recommenda- 
tion to them at that time,” said 
Diedrich, ‘‘and the next move 
will be up to the Board.” 

Voters in all three precincts 
passed the 17.90 mill renewal 
with the biggest margin oc- 
curring in Precinct No. 1 (City- 
Beaver Creek & Grayling 
Townships), where it passed 
1078-515. In Precinct No. 2 
(Frederic Twp.), the vote was 
154-96, and Precinct No. 3 
(Lovells Twp) approved the 
renewal, 74-69. 

Conversely, the added 
millage was turned back in ali 
three areas as follows: Precinct 
No. 1 (1025-549), Precinct No. 2 
(201-44), and Precinct No. 3 
(117-19), 

Other Board of Education 
candidates received the 
following voter support: Wm. 
Duane Sloan (481), Mickey L. 


Perez (426), Michnel J, Me- 
Namara (348), Seeley G. 
Wakeley (292), Thomas H. 
Schanis (283), Sherry M. Hanson 
(229), Doris O. Birtcher (64). 

School officials have said that 
massive cuts would have to be 
made in school programs 
without an  inerease in 
operating millage for next year, 
Escalating school costs and 
shrinking government revenues 
are blamed for the fiscal 
dilemma faced by districts 
around the state, where millage 
defeats have been common- 
place so far this year. 

The Crawford-AuSable School 
District is facing an estimated 
$53,000 shortage this year, and 
that, coupled with projected in- 
creases in operating expen- 
ditures for 1981-82, leaves the 
Board of Icducation with the 
problem of slashing $671,000 
from next year’s budget. 

Diedrich said that he would 
be making a presentation at the 
Board meeting Monday night 
that will show what school cuts 
would be necessary to operate 
the schools without added 
millage next year.

A report to Governor William G. Mill- 
iken blames the outbreak of prison riots 
ona ‘‘staff mutiny” with one riot at Jack- 
gon leading to others at Ionia and Mar- 
quette. 

Peter Ellsworth, the governor’s legal 
counsel, in making the report to the 
governor, put preliminary damage 
estimates at $2 million at Jackson and 
less than $1 million each at Ionia and 
Marquette. Some 45 prisoners and 68 
staff members were left injured at the 
three prisons during the uprisings. 

The Department of Corrections repor- 
ts that full damage estimates will not be 
ready until sometime in early June. 

Ellsworth concluded that Jackson 
guards moved to lock up prisoners 
despite contrary orders from prison 
management, but said it was uncertain 
whether a strike was planned. 

The guards, and its union, the Michi- 
gan Corrections Organization “‘in essence 


-unlawfully took over management and 


control of the State Prison of Southern 
Michigan,”’ the report said. 

Fred Parks, director of the organiza- 
tion, submitted a statement to the gover- 
nor in which he said the guards took ac- 
tion to protect their safety and the 
management under the level of warden 
acted irresponsibly and indecisively in 
dealing with the situation. 

“It is management’s failure to meet 
its statutory obligations under (the Mich- 
igan Occupational Safety and Health 
Act) by refusing to maintain staffing at 
the critical levels, which was the root of 
the recent disturbance at Jackson,”’ 
Parks said. 

Milliken, who also named.a nine-mem- 
ber task force to more fully investigate 


the prison disorders, said one charge 


specifically will be to investigate the ac- 
tions of staff. 

He said a preliminary report will be 
due in 30 days and a final report in 60 
days. 

‘Department of Corrections Director 
Perry Johnson said he will take “appro-

priate action” for violations of rules or 
law by guards or inmates. 

He said he recognized animosities 
exist between the union and the Jackson 
administration, but noted he is trying to 
work out the differences. 

The director reported the seven units 
destroyed by fire, which held about 200 
inmates, will not be replaced since they 
were scheduled for removal by 1984 any- 
way. 

Instead, inmates are temporarily 
doubling up and will be disbursed to other 
institutions eventually. 

Ellsworth recommended serious con- 
sideration of opening a new prison in Yp- 
nome before the.scheduled September 1 

ate. 

Johnson added that employee discon- 
tent, overcrowding, warm weather and an 
accumulation of desperate men, who do 
not have the hope of gaining good time 
credits all helped contribute to the prison 
violence. 

Credits for certain violent criminals 
were eliminated through an initiated law 
that is now three years old. 

While Johnson is a strong advocate of 
the use of good time he said he doubted if 
there would be much sympathy for 
rewarding prisoners for the behavior.

Utility Companies Institute 
Lifeline Rate Structure 

A lifeline rate structure, providing 
rates 16 percent lower than average 
prices for a basic block of electric usage 
has been approved for use by Detroit 
Edison and Consumers Power. 

The rate structure was required by a 
1980 state law, which required a block of 
electric usage sufficient to meet basic 
household needs to be priced low enough 
to be affordable by most customers. 

Because the price increases for usage 
beyond that basic block (360 kilowatt 
hours for a one or two member family and 
510 kilowatt hours for large families), the 
rate structure is expected to help induce 
conservation.

These both were cast 
alive into a lake of fire burning 
with brimstone.” (Rev. 19:20); 
“Whosoever was not found writ: 


ten in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire.’ (Rev. 
90:15); “But the fearful, and 
unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcer- 
ers, and idolaters, and all liars, 


shall have their part in the lake: 


which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” (Rev. 21:8). If you do 
pot believe God is balanced with 
as much wrath for the wicked 
as love for the righteous, you 
have a problem of unbelief in 
the Bible. 

Since you did not use a single 
verse of scripture from the 
Bible to support your position, it 
is based solely upon your com- 
bined reason. I wish to 
challenge some of your points of 
reason also. First, you ques- 
tioned the deterrent effect of 
Capital Punishment. All of us 
know the man who shot the 
Pope was an escaped murderer 
and was ative to shoot the Pope 
only because the government 
which condemned him to death 
was unable to carry out the 
penalty before his escape. Had 
capital punishment been 
carried out properly the Pope 
would not be wounded today. I 
call that a deterrent, 

Next you accused me of 
“depicting God as a deity who 
somehow is pleased by the exe- 
cution of wrongdoers.”’ This is 


unscripitural, '',..AsI live, saith . 


the Lord God, I have no plea- 
sure in the death of the 
wicked...”’ (Ezekiel 33:11) May 
I now quote again that section 
which you twisted, ‘‘God did not 
tone down capital punishment 
for His only begotten Son who 
died on a cross for your sins and 
mine. Surely he hath borne our. 
griefs, and carried our sorrow: 
yet we did esteem him stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted. 
Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise 
him; he hath put him to grief: 
when thou shalt make his soul 
an offering for sin, he shail see 
his seed, he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the 
Lord shall prosper in his hand. 
He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied...’ ” 
(Isaiah 53:4, 10, 11a) This is the 
only part of my article which 
used such words as ‘“‘pleased”’, 
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“pleasure” and ‘‘satisfied”’, but 
these words are used of God the 


Father toward the prophesied 


death of His Son for our sins. 
You took the above words out of 
the context which I gave them 
and made our Lord Jesus Christ 
into a “wrongdoer.” These are 
the kinds of subtle tactics the 
liberals are known for when at- 
tacking Fundamentalists.

It won’t be long now before 
the nemesis of those who enjoy 
the out-of-doors will appear. 
There are over 40 different 
species to be found in Michigan 
with exotic names like Psoro- 
phora, Mansonia, Culiseta, 
Aedes, and Culex. To the naked 
eye, they all appear to be the 
same. But, they aren’t, of cour- 
se, and to those of us who are 
sometimes tormented by them, 
it makes little difference. 

They operate in shifts: some 
species bite only during full 
daylight, others only during full 
darkness, and still others bite 
twice a day during the twilight 
of early morning and evening. 
Some lay their eggs in groups 
called rafts; others lay single 
eggs. The eggs of some species 
must freeze in order to hatch. 
Others cannot freeze, so those 
adults winter over in your 
closet, garage or wherever 
there is shelter, coming forth 
when conditions are right to lay 
their eggs. The eggs must be 
laid in water in order to hatch so 
if we have a dry spring, they 
won't bother us as much. But i 
must tell you that some of those 
eggs will remain viable for two 
years. 

Some species bother humans; 
some feed exclusively on birds, 
some on heavily
